(1) Personal identifying information compiled by and in the possession of
municipal and county law enforcement agencies and detention facilities
concerning a person who has been arrested or charged, but not convicted, of an
offense is confidential; provided, that this subsection ( ) does not make
confidential the street address of a reported crime. This subsection ( ) does not
apply to a person who is arrested or charged for a parole or probation violation
during the term of a suspended or deferred sentence.

(2) As used in this subsection ( ), "personal identifying information"
means the home street address of a person, excluding the name of the city or the
zip code. "Personal identifying information" also means the personal telephone
number and social security number of the person.
